(v) The clients to be maintained on the rolls; 

(vi) Any matter to be referred to the Board, by its 
Chairman. 

3. The Advisory Board may set up ad-hoc sub-committees 
to assist them in discharging their duties. 

4. The tenure of the office of the Advisory Board will be 
for a period of two years. 

5. The Headquarters of the Board will be at Bombay. 
The Board will meet as often as is necessary and in any case 
not less than twice a year. 

6. The T.A. and D.A. of officials who attend the meetings 
of the Board will be met from the source from which they 
draw their salaries and allowances. The non-official mem- 
bers of the Board will be entitled to draw T.A. and D.A. in 
accordance with the orders of the Government in this regard 
issued from time to time from the budget of the Commercial 
Broadcasting Service of All India Radio.
